OUR  FIFTH  ANNIVERSARY 


Half  a  decade  is  a  very  short  time  in 
the  history  of  an  Institution,  for  reli- 
gious orders,  like  oaks,  have  a  slow 
growth.  They  measure  their  existence 
in  terms  of  centuries  rather  than  by  the 
span  of  years.  Yet  for  the  humble  In- 
stitute of  the  Sisters  of  Service  the  first 
five  years  that  have  just  been  complet- 
ed are  already  freighted  with  memories 
of  struggle  and  holy  adventure,  and 
yet  brightened  up  with  accomplish- 
ment and  promising  hopes  for  the  fu- 
ture. When  compared  to  the  older 
and  well-established  Orders, — these 
Cedars  of  Lebanus  that  have  weathered 
the  storm  of  years — our  humble  Insti- 
tute may  be  well  compared  to  "that 
small  hysop  that  cometh  out  of  the 
wall,"  of  which  Solomon  speaks  (III. 
Reg.  iv.,  33).    Our  story  is  that  of  the 


trifling  mustard  seed  of  which  the 
Master  speaks.  On  August  15th,  1922, 
it  was  well  and  truly  planted  by  eccles- 
iastical authority  in  the  sacred  soil  of 
the  great  home-mission  field  of  Canada. 
"Although  the  least  of  all  seeds,  it  has 
grown  up  and  become  a  tree,"  the 
branches  of  which  now  extend  over 
several  Provinces  of  our  Dominion, 
from  the  port  of  Halifax  to  Edson, 
Alta.,  at  the  foothills  of  the  Rockies. 

As  we  stand  at  the  fifth  milestone  of 
our  history  it  may  interest  our  friends 
and  benefactors  to  throw  a  retrospec- 
tive glance  down  the  avenue  of  the  past 
five  years.  The  little  we  have  tried  to 
do  in  the  mission  field  will  be  to  them  a 
source  of  satisfaction  and  gratitude. 
For  it  is  with  their  prayers  and  help 
that  we  have  been  able  to  do  it.    A  few

To  visualize  this  progress  and  to 
comfort  us  in  the  trying  days  of  our 
pioneer  foundations  we  have  placed  be- 
fore us,  on  the  wall  facing  our  desk,  a 
large  map  of  Canada,  remembering  the 
words  of  Lord  Salisbury:  "Look  at 
big  maps."  Blue  and  red  stars  mark 
the  rapid  march  of  the  S.O.S.  across 
our  vast  Dominion.  The  blue  stars  re- 
present our  foundations;  the  red  stars 
indncate  the  various  places  where  the 
Sisters  have  done  some  missionary 
work. 

For  five  long  years  we  have  inces- 
santly watched,  particularly  in  the 
hours  of  anxiety  and  doubt,  these  stars 
"blossoming"  one  after  another,  in  the 
heavens  of  our  great  Mission  field. 
When  the  night  was  dark  and  the  fu- 
ture uncertain,  they  beckoned  us  on 
to  pursue  with  courage  and  persever- 
ance our  missionary  endeavour.  Our 
constant  hope  was  that  one  day  our 
numerous  missions,  dotting  the  im- 
mense stretches  of  the  West,  would 


form  a  "milky  way"  to  brighten  up 
the  land  of  spiritual  darkness  and  lead 
to  God  those  who  are  now  "sitting  in 
the  shadow  of  death." 

Our  Birthday  Gift. 

This  fifth  anniversary  of  our  foun- 
dation was  ushered  in  by  a  large  class 
of  postulants.  Room-space  at  our  Mo- 
ther House  was  now  at  a  premium. 
The  necessity  of  larger  quarters  or  of 
a  separate  novitiate  was  the  problem 
of  the  hour.  To  build  was  out  of  the 
question.  We  had  not  the  funds  and 
we  could  not  afford  to  add  to  our  al- 
ready too  heavy  debt. 

We  were  turning  and  returning  over 
in  our  mind  this  problem  when  behold 
one  bright  day  Divine  Providence,  like 
a  tender  mother,  came  to  our  rescue. 
Of  her  own  inspiration  and  unsolicited 
on  our  part,  Mrs.  A.  J.  Small,  who  has 
mothered  our  Institution  since  its  in- 
ception, bought  the  estate  of  the  late 
Sir  Casimir  Gzowski,  in  Rosedale,  To- 
ronto, and  presented  it  to  the  Sisters 
of  Service  for  their  novitiate.  Her  will 
is  that  this  new  foundation  be  a  per- 
ennial and  living  memorial  to  the  mem- 
ory of  her  own  beloved  parents,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Ignatius  Korman. 

This  was  our  birthday  gift.  Nest- 
ling amid  the  embowered  paths  and 
shady,  winding  walks  of  the  most 
beautiful  districts  of  Toronto,  our  no- 
vitiate now  quietly  stands.  The  house 
is  large  and  has  the  aspect  of  an  old 
manor.  The  locality,  although  in  the 
very  heart  of  Toronto,  is  one  of  those 
restricted  areas  where  the  solitude  of 
the  country  seems  to  have  overtaken 
the  bustle  of  the  city  and  the  noise  of 
its  thoroughfares. 

Here  the  future  generations  of  Sis- 
ters will  come  to  prepare  themselves 
to  their  great  mission.  From  the  quiet 
portals  of  "Clovelly"  they  will  go  to 
the  East  and  to  the  West  to  the  great 
harvest  that  anxiously  awaits  them.

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WHO  WOULDN'T  BE  AN  S.O.S.? 


This  is  the  glad  thought  which  echoes 
round  our  Novitiate  table  when  at  the  even- 
ing recreation  hour  we  eagerly  group  to- 
gether to  hear  the  latest  dispatches  from 
the  Missions.  Like  the  interested  reader 
we  know  you  to  be,  we  hear  you  say:  "Let 
us  'listen  in'  too,  we  would  like  to  know  all 
about  it."  'So  with  all  willingness  we 
broadcast  to  you  some  tit-bits  from  a  late 
Edmonton  Mission  letter  which  tells  of  a 
six  weeks'  Catechetical  tour  which  two  of 
our  Sisters  made  through  Catholic  Settle- 
ments in  the  Province  of  Saskatchewan. 

At  Buchanan,  Sask. 

Leaving  Edmonton,  July  7th,  two  days 
later  found  us  at  our  first  halting  place, 
Buchanan,  Sask.  The  morning  after  our 
arrival  we  commenced  our  Catechism 
classes  in  the  Dukhabour  Hall,  which  had 
been  engaged  for  us  for  this  purpose  (there 
being  no  Catholic  Church). 

Catechism  at  Camp. 

After  a  few  days  in  Canora  we  went  to 
Lebret  to  take  charge  of  the  Girls'  camp  at 
Camp  Mathieu,  Como  Park,  for  two  weeks. 
This  is  the  first  Girls'  Camp  in  Saskatche- 
wan. Seventy  girls  came,  and  boating, 
swimming,  tennis,  hikes,  etc.,  were  enjoyed. 

Class  in  the  Open  Air  Near  Ketchen. 

Prom  Lebret  we  travelled  to  our  next 
Mission,  which  was  at  Ketchen,  at  least 
Ketchen  was  the  nearest  railway  station  to 
our  destination.  Arriving  there,  we  were 
met  in  full  style  and  mounted  on  a  "demo- 
crat with  a  span  of  horses,"  we  started  off  on 
a  fifteen-mile  ride  across  prairie  trail.  About 
nine-thirty  we  arrived  at  the  some  of  a 
German  family.  We  had  been  driving  since 
shortly  after  six  p.m.,  and  it  was  now  af- 
ter dark,  so  you  may  imagine  we  were  glad 
to  come  to  the  end  of  our  journey.  The 
children  came  from  the  farms  around 
and  we  held  class  each  day  in  the  open, 
in  spite  of  the  constant  buzzing  of  mos- 
quitoes, which  insisted  on  presenting 
themselves  at  each  class.  During  the 
coming  fall  and  winter  we  will,  of 
course,  continue  to  teach  all  these  little 
ones  through  mail,  so  that  by  next  summer 


they  will  not  be  unfamiliar  with  their  Ca- 
tholic truths." 

They  all  loved  singing.  We  also 
called  on  the  parents  of  the  children  in 
each  place,  besides  many  of  the  sxk  whom 
we  heard  about,  and  some  of  whom  asked 
that  we  should  come  to  see  them." 

Edmonton  Again. 

We  returned  to  Edmonton  on  the  night 
of  August  22nd,  with  hearts  full  of  thanks- 
giving to  God  that  we  had  been  permitted 
to  take  His  message  to  some  of  His  needy 
children,  and  now  we  are  ready  for  our  Fall 
term  of  teaching  "Catechism  by  mail." 

From  the  above  you  will  have  a  faint 
outline  of  the  work  be:ng  carried  on  in  one 
branch  of  our  western  missions.  Of  an 
average  over  a  hundred  corrected  lessons 
are  mailed  during  each  of  the  winter 
months  to  children  in  prairie  homes,  too 
far  away  to  attend  their  Catholic  schools, 
and  many  are  the  return  letters  of  interest 
from  the  grateful  parents.  You  may  ask 
is  the  work  a  success?  As  yet  it  is  in  its 
beginnings,  but  it  holds  an  atom  of  so- 
lution to  one  of  the  problems  which  so  far 
has  impeded  the  progress  of  the  Church 
in  the  rural  districts  of  the  west,  and  this 
obstacle  is  the  barrier  of  space.  It  was  the 
thought  of  "getting  at"  our  Catholic  people 
ostracized  by  distance  from  any  opportun- 
ity of  practising  their  religion  in  common 
or  of  giving  their  little  ones  a  similar 
chance,  which  prompted  the  idea  of  cateche- 
tical touring  during  the  quiet  season  be- 
tween seeding-time  and  harvest  'and  the 
keeping  up  of  the  good  work  by  means  of 
"catechism  by  mail"  during  the  long  white 
months  of  Canadian  winter. 

To  many  of  you,  our  generous  readers, 
we  owe  sincere  thanks  for  the  tangible 
proofs  given  of  your  interest  in  the  various 
branches  of  our  work,  and  as  we  voice  the 
glad  thought  of  "Who  wouldn't  be  an  S.O.S.? 
we  hear  you  re  echo  with  usual  whole-heart- 
edness,  "and  Who  wouldn't  be  a  Benefactor 
"in  such  a  cause?"

"I  SERVE." 

On  the  coat-of-arms  of  the  Prince  of 
Wales  we  read  these  German  words:  "Ich 
Dieu,"  which  means,  "I  serve."  This  motto 
of  the  heir  to  the  throne  of  England  has 
very  interesting  historical  association  which 
gives  to  it  its  meaning.  It  brings  us  back 
to  the  days  of  the  Black  Prince.  Having 
won  his  spurs  on  the  battlefield  of  Crecy 
this  valliant  young  warrior  wished  as  his 
only  reward  to  "serve"  his  father,  King 
Edward.  "I  serve."  This  was  the  ideal  of 
his  life.  In  its  accomplishment  he  found 
his  greatest  joy  and  only  reward. 

Life  is  a  great  battle-field  where  the 
Christian  has  to  win  h's  spurs  in  the  ser- 
vice of  the  King  of  Kings,  his  Heavenly 
Father.  "I  serve"  is  his  motto.  The  more 
closely  he  lives  up  to  this  unselfish  ideal 
the  more  he  realizes  the  wish  of  the  Mas- 
ter: "The  greatest  among  you  shall  be  the 
servant  of  all." 

But  no  one  can  say  more  truly  "I  serve" 
as  a  soul  wholly  consecrated  to  a  missionary 
endeavour.  For  to  establish  the  Kingdom  of 
our  Father  on  earth,  to  bring  the  Church 
to  destitute  souls  living  on  the  very  fringe 
of  our  country,  to  give  to  children  the  bene- 
fit of  her  teaching  and  to  the  poor  and  to 
the  sick  the  charity  of  her  ministrations — 
is  the  highest  form  of  Christian  service. 

The  missionary  soul  receives  for  its  self- 
sacrifice  a  hundredfold  in  return.  Have 
we  not  as  guarantee  the  words  of  the  Mas- 
ter: "If  any  man  minister  to  me  let  him 
follow  me;  where  I  am  there  also  shall  my 
minister  be.  If  any  man  ministers  to  me, 
him  will  my  Father  honour."  (Jo.  xii.  26).

It  is  crude,  but  it  seems  to  embody 
much  that  is  noble  in  human  nature;  and  as  we  look  around  in  our  daily  lives  there  ap- 
pears to  be  a  veritable  store  of  things  we  might  "pass  on"  at  little  more  cost  than  the 
giving,  things  which  would  make  our  lives  the  truer  and  nobler  of  having  shared  them. 

So  if  we  happen  to  be  young  and  our  days,  care-free  and  happy,  are  filled  with  sun- 
shine, then  let  us  "pass  it  on."  Our  cheery  smiles  and  merry  laughter  cannot  help  but 
freshen  up  the  lives  of  those  around  us.  Good  cheer  is  a  tonic  sought  by  all  and  harm- 
ing none. 

If  by  chance  we  are  older  and  our  days  know  more  of  sorrow  and  disappointment 
ttisa  joy — then  let  us  not  repine  of  having  travelled  the  Via  Dolorosa,  "for  out  of  the 
bitter  herbs  of  grief  are  the  healing  juices  pressed."  And  an  equally  royal  gift  is  ours  "to 
pass  on,"  for  we  have  learned  by  dint  of  suffering  "to  sympathize,"  and  ours  is  the  word, 
which  after  another  manner,  will  lighten  many  a  weary  heart  plodding  up  Life's  Hill. 

No  matter  what  our  personality,  our  experience,  or  our  state  in  life,  we  have  all 
something  to  "pass  on,"  something  we  must  pass  on,  as  George  Chalmers,  the  American 
writer,  says: 

"Every  man  is  a  missionary,  now  and  for  ever,  for  good  or  for  evil,  whether  he  in- 
tends or  designs  it,  or  not.  He  may  be  a  blot,  radiating  outward  to  the  very  circumfer- 
ence of  society  his  dark  influence;  or  he  may  be  a  blessing,  spreading  benediction  over 
the  length  and  breadth  of  the  world;  but  a  blank  he  cannot  be." 

We  all  wish  to  be  classed  as  "blessings,"  as  people  who  have  made  life  worth  while 
for  those  around,  big-hearted,  noble-minded  people  ever  sensitive  to  the  wants  of  the 
neighbour,  loved  by  all,  and  picked  out  for  our  Christlike  gentleness,  sympathy  and 
loving  forgiveness.  This  is  what  we  would  all  wish  to  be;  in  a  sense — living  proofs  of 
the  attractiveness  and  beauty  of  virtue, — but  to  be  so  must  stifle  down  all  that  is 
ignoble  within  us  and  "pass  on"  only  the  highest  and  best. 

So  let  us  "pass  on"  the  kindnesses  that  have  been  shown  us.  "A  pebble  flung  into 
the  ocean  will  waken  ripples  that  will  last  till  Eternity,"  and  who  knows  where  such 
good  deeds  will  end.  If  we  have  been  gifted  with  a  fair  share  of  the  world's  goods,  let 
us  "pass  on''  a  little,  remembering  that  what  we  give  to  Charity  we  give  to  God. 

With  so  much  talk  of  anniversaries  in  the  air,  let  us  resolve  that  next  time  the 
anniversary  of  some  happy  event  comes  along,  instead  of  becoming  past  joys  we  will  be 
up  and  doing  like  loyal  Catholic  Canadians  giving  of  the  happiness  we  once  knew. 

You  might  ask  what  we  as  Sisters  of  Service  are  "passing  on."  Our  work  lies  main- 
ly amongst  the  poor  and  abandoned;  lives  which,  but  for  the  influence  of  "Prevention" 
might  indeed  become  blots.  So  in  what  nobler  yet  humbler  cause  could  we  ask  you  "to 
pass  on"  your  good  prayers  and  encouragement.  They  have  made  our  work  possible  in 
the  past  and  we  know  they  will  in  the  future.

"I  have  come  to  serve"  wag  the  ideal  of  Mary's  life  as  it  was  that  of  her  Divine  Son. 
The  word  "service"  is  written  in  golden  letters  on  every  page  of  the  pure  and  imma- 
culate existence  of  that  Virgin  Mother,  and  proves  an  inspiration  to  those  who  wish  to 
follow  her  footsteps. 

When  the  great  summons  of  God  Eternal  came  to  Mary  through  the  message  of  t!he 
Archangel  Gabriel,  slhie  placed  herself  entirely  at  His  service:  "Behold  the  handmaid 
of  the  Lord;  be  it  done  to  me  according  to  Thy  word."

To  follow  Mary  im  her.  life  of  service  at  the  crib  of  Bethlehem,  during  the  silent  and 
hidden  years  of  Nazareth,  to  Calvary,  would  open  wonderful  vistas  to  our  pious  medi- 
tations. .  And  when  one  analyses  all  the  consoling  titles  with  which  the  Church  along 
the  course  of  centuries  has  crowned  her  holy  name  do  we  not  find  that  they  tell  of  her 
service  to  our  poor  humanity? 

It  is,  therefore,  but  natural  that,  in  all  ages,  souls,  dedicated  to  missionary  work  in 
the  Church  of  God,  have  placed  their  endeavours  under  the  patronage  and  care  of 
Our  Lady  of  Service.

WHAT  IS  A  HOSTEL? 

"A  Home  away  from  Home."  This 
was  the  definition  given  by  one  of  our 
overseas  girls  when  asked  by  her 
friends  in  the  "Old  Country"  to  des- 
cribe a  Hostel.  And  those  who  have 
frequented  the  Hostels  and  have  seen, 
not  merely  superficially,  the  work  car- 
ried on,  will  realize  to  a  large  extent 
that  this  is  true.  The  primary  object 
of  our  Hostels  for  Overseas  girls  is  to 
.  replace  the  homes  that  the  girls  have 
left.  Catholic  immigrant  girls  arriving 
in  the  big  cities  are  met  at  the  stations 
and  taken  immediately  to  the  Catholic 
Hostel,  and  they  stay  there  until  they 
are  placed  in  positions  with  good  reli- 
able families;  but  the  work  of  our  hos- 
tels does  not  end  there.  The  hostel  is 
to  the  overseas  girl  her  recreational 
centre,  her  place  for  receiving  mail. 
In  difficulties  or  trouble  she  comes  to 
the  Sister  in  charge  of  the  Hostel,  and 
she  receives  there  the  help  and  advice 
she  would  get  from  her  mother.  In  a 
word  the  hostel  is  her  home  for  just 
as  long  as  she  wishes  to  use  it. 

What  would  happen  if  there  were 
no  hostels  in  our  large  cities.'  It  would 
mean  that  several  hundreds  of  our 
girks  would  be  brought  into  our  cities 
every  year,  and  then  just  left  to  go 
their  own  way  without  any  means  of 
protection  or  help.  Nothing  can  wholly 
replace  the  home  she  has  left,  but  the 
hostel  can  and  does  counteract  the  evil 
influences  which  the  young  girl  has  to 
face  alone  in  a  strange  city. 

We  wish  that  all  'Catholics  could 
visit,  the  Ho'stels  in  our  cities  and  see 
the  work  being  done  there,  the  wrongs 
that  have  been  righted,  and  the  many 
girl's  who  have  been  brought  through 
that  trying  period  of  transition  which 


marks  the  first  few  months  in  the  land 
of  their  adoption,  and  with  these  facts 
before  them  we  feel  that  there  would 
be  more  understanding  and  sympathy, 
and  with  more  understanding  and  sym- 
pathy on  the  part  of  our  Catholics  at 
large,  we  would  be  enabled  more  than 
ever  to  make  our  hostels  truly  a  "Home 
away  from  Home." 

An  Incident. 

A  young  girl  of  eighteen  descended 
from  an  immigrant  train.  She  looked 
around,  and  then  suddenly  dropping 
the  parcels  she  was  carrying,  she  burst 
into  tears.  She  had  realized,  probably 
for  the  first  time  in  her  short  lite,  what 
it  is  to  be  utterly  alone  many,  many 
miles  away  from  home.  But  courage, 
little  girl;  many,  many  miles  away  from 
home  you  are.  it  is  true,  but  alone  you 
are  not — the  Sister  of  Service  goes  up 
to  her,  and  with  all  the  loving  sympa- 
thy of  a  mother,  takes  her  hand,  and 
leads  her  to  her  new  home.  Tears  are 
soon  dried,  and  once  more  the  little 
one  faces  life  courageously,  knowing 
that  she  has  the  loving  care  of  a  true 
friend  to  protect  her.  «  ''Poor  little 
overseas  girls,  you  come  Prom  Ear  away 
to  a  strange  land.  God  grant  that  you 
may  always  find  tin1  helping  hand  out- 
stretched In  meet  you.

sents the  Catholic  people,  and  whose 
only  aim  and  object  is  to  meet  and  help 
the  immigrant — to  welcome  him  in  the 
name  of  the  Church  to  his  new  home- 
land. 

(lang!  Clang  !  The  train  steams  in. 
"Arabic  Special!"  replies  the  gateman 
in  answer  to  all  inquiries.  "All  immi- 
grants for  Montreal  and  points  West." 
And  here  they  come — Ukrainians, 
Poles,  Czecho-slavs,  often  in  their  na- 
tional dress — here  an  Italian  with  his 
wife  and  a  crowd  of  small  children — 
English,  Irish,  iScotch — they  are  look^ 
ing  helplessly  around  for  some  sign  of 
sympathy — of  welcome.  And  then  all 
at  once  they  see  the  Sister,  and  they 
recognize  the  grey  dress  which  they 
have  already  seen  in  Halifax  when  they 
first  arrived.  Their  faces  light  up  and 
they  come  forward  with  their  difficul- 
ties, knowing  that  in  the  Sister  they 
will  have  a  friend.  How  eagerly  they 
listen  to  the  advice  given  them  in  halt- 
ing German  or  Italian  and  how  eager 
they  are  to  act  upon  it.  That  first  con- 
tact means  so  much,  and  the  smile  of 
welcome  may  reflect  on  their  whole 
future  existence.  Do  we  realize,  I  won- 
der, the  power  for  good  or  evil  that  lies 
in  the  hands  of  each  one  of  us  as  Ca- 
tholics? These  people  are  in  our  coun- 
try, looking  to  us,  their  co-religionists, 
lor  the  help  and  sympathy  they  need, 
and  yet  how  many  there  are  among  us 
who,  like  the  Levite  of  the  Gospel 
story,  pass  by  on  the  other  side,  and 
leave  the  all-important  work  of  C'ana- 
dianization  for  others  to  do.  "We  have 
enough  to  do  with  our  own,"  they  say, 
"why  bother  with  these  people?"  And 
so  we  pass  on  and  others  step  in  and 
do  the  work  which  should  be  ours  as 
Catholics.  Immigration  is  a  much  dis- 
cussed subject  nowadays  and  there  are 
many  theories  on  the  subject,  but  the 


fact  still  remains  that  the  immigrant 
is  here,  and  are  we,  by  our  neglect  go- 
ing to  let  him  become  a.  dangerous  lia- 
bility rather  than  an  asset  to  Church 
and  country?  And  in  the  early  hours 
of  the  morning  they  come — these  pro- 
ducts of  some  of  the  finest  races  in  the 
world.  They  come  with  the  light  of 
hope  shining  in  their  eyes.  And  it  is 
for  us  to  keep  it  burning  there. 


DARE  WE  LET  THE  HARVEST 
ROT? 

The  harvest  only  ripens  once.  If 
not  garnered  in  due  time  it  will  rot 
on  the  very  field  that  gave  it  birth. 

What  a  sad  sight  is  that  of  a  wasted 
harvest !  We  have  seen  immense 
stretches  of  our  Western  Prairies  cov- 
ered with  sheaves  of  wheat  which  an 
early  frost  had  blighted.  In  one 
bright,  stilly  cold  night  the  hopes  of 
the  farmer  were  shattered,  the  toil  and 
labor  of  months  came  to  nought. 

But  still  more  pathetic  is  the  sight 
of  a  beautiful  and  heavy  harvest  going 
to  waste  for  the  want  of  reapers,  Gol- 
den wheat — the  bread  of  humanity,  the 
life  of  the  body,  the  blood  of  its  veins, 
its  health,  vigor  and  happiness  .  .  .  rot- 
ting on  the  field  for  want  of  labourers!

A  child,  who  was  to  become  one  day 
a  great  missionary,  was  playing  with 
his  young  friends  on  the  ocean's  shore. 
Suddenly  placing  his  ear  to  the  ground, 
he  said  to  them :  "Do  you  not  hear  the 
voice  of  the  pagans  who  are  calling 
me?" 

Catholic  young  women  of  Canada, 
were  you,  like  that  child;,  to  place  your 
ear  to  the  ground,  you  would  hear  the 
great  voice  of  the  abandoned  souls  call- 
ing for  you.  From  the  very  depths  of 
the  soil  of  your  own  country  comes  to 
you  this  cry:  "Are  yon  going  to  leave 
our  souls  and  the  souls  of  our  children 
perish?  We  may  be  able  to  survive 
through  this  struggle  for  our  faith  ; 
but  our  children  ..."  ''The  little  ones 
have  asked  for  bread  and  there  was 
none  to  break  it  unto  them."  (Lament, 
iv.,  4.) 

Others  have  their  ear  to  the  ground 
to  hear  the  voices  of  our  great  West. 
Our  financial  world  lias  its  car  glued  to 
that  fertile  soil  to  list  to  the  music  of 
its  crop.  For  the  rustling  of  the  wheat 
fanned  by  the  gentle  breeze  of  tin1 
prairie  chants  a  motif  of  captivating 
interest  for  the  heart  of  the  Canadian 
banker  and  broker,  a  motif  which 
ranges  from  the  piping  trebles  of  pros- 
perity to  the  more  or  less  unmusical 
groans  of  failure  and  depression.

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Statistics  have  a  romance  all  of  their  own.  To  some  they  mean  nothing, 
to  others  they  speak  volumes.  Figures  are  in  themselves  cold  and  laconic 
They  stand  for  bare,  uncolored  facts.  Yet  to  the  mind  that  can  penetrate 
below  their  surface  statistics  reveal  purpose,  endeavour  and  management.

But  to. the  few  who  are  initiated  to  the  full  meaning  oh'  these  statistics  and 
interested  in  the  yearly  business  they  summarize,  these  cold  figures  read  like 
a  romance.  Eveiy  item  of  the  statement  is  carefully  scrutinized,  comparisons 
are  made,  conclusions  drawn.  For  through  those  figures  they  can  visualize 
the  wisdom  of  the  policies  adopted,  the  efforts  of  a  Avise  management,  the 
arduous  work  of  a  competent  staff,  the  benefits  of  a  profitable  past  and  the 
promises  of  a  still  brighter  future.  To  the  imaginative  mind  this  marshalling 
of  statistics  which  crowd  the  scene  of  a  good  annual  report  is  like  that  of  an 
army  of  soldiers  singing  the  pean  of  victory.    This  is  the  poetry  of  statistics. 

In  this  number  of  our  Bulletin  we  thought  it  would  be  useful  and  pleas- 
ing to  our  readers  and  benefactors  to  place  before  them  the  statistics  of  a 
year's  work  of  the  Missionary  endeavour  of  the  Sisters  of  Service.  These 
figures  are  bare  facts.  But  in  them  and  through  them  we  know  you  will  sec 
the  self-sacrifice  and  the  Christian  charity  that  lie  below  their  cold  surface. 
They  are  indeed  all  aglow  with  the  fire  of  apostolic  zeal  which  has  prompted 
and  maintained  their  existence.

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THEY  MEET  AFTER  TWENTY 
YEARS. 

Twenty  years  ago  a  "clime"  and  a  five 
dollar  "gold  piece"  stood  on  the  threshold 
of  the  Royal  Mint.  They  were  just  about  to 
walk  out  "into  circulation."  The  silver  coin 
had  no  pretensions  whatever.  Like  a  good 
faithful  laborer  he  resolved  to  do  simply  the 
best  he  could.  The  "gold  piece,"  like  a  gen- 
tleman with  cane  and  top  hat,  was  rather 
conscious  of  his  superiority.  Yet  before 
parting  both  shook  hands  very  friendly  and 
promised  to  meet  again  after  twenty  years 
to  tell  each  other  their  experiences.

"Well,"  said  the  "gold  piece"  in  turn,  "I 
had  a  rather  checkered,  but  on  the  whole, 
a  fashionable  career.  My  aristocratic  dress 
admitted  me  into  the  most  exclusive  circles. 
Club-rooms,  golf  links,  theatres,  limousines, 
high  class  hotels,  expensive  restaurants,  bon- 
ton  millinery  shops,  beauty-parlors,  were  my 
habitual  rendezvous.  Once  in  my  life  I 
found  myself  in  a  church.  They  there  con- 
sidered me  so  extraordinary  a  visitor  that 
all  the  people  took  chances  on  me  to  let  me 
out.  Yes  indeed  men  are  strange!  They 
give  to  themselves  the  best  that  they  have 
and  to  the  Maker,  to  their  Saviour  and  to 
His  Church  the  crumbs  left  over."

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"Shp  (Homing  of  Age" 

June  17th  of  this  year,  feast  of  Our  Lady  of  Perpetual  Help,  has  been  an  import- 
ant date  in  the  history  of  our  humble  Institute.  From  that  day  the  Sisters  of  Ser- 
vice will  have  their  own  government. 

Six  years  ago,  when  our  Community  was  established  in  Toronto,  under  the  watch- 
ful eye  and  paternal  care  of  His  Grace,  Archbishop  Neil  McNeil,  the  Sisters  of  St. 
Joseph  were  called  upon  to  help  us  in  the  religious  education  and  spiritual  training  of 
our  subjects.  Willingly  and  generously  did  this  Community  answer  the  call.  Two 
of  their  most  experienced  and  devoted  Sisters  were  loaned  to  our  new  Institute. 
With  love,  prudence,  zeal  and  sacrifice  they  directed  its  first  faltering  steps.  The 
names  of  Sister  Lidwina  and  Sister  Othilia  will  go  down  in  the  history  of  the  Sisters 
of  Service  blessed  by  all  who  had  the  privilege  to  live  under  their  wise  and  maternal 
guidance.  To  the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph,  therefore,  our  young  Institute  owes  a  debt  of 
gratitude  which  prayer  alone  can  repay.  And  to  the  two  Sisters  who  lived  and  toiled 
for  us  we  can  give  the  assurance  that  their  memory  will  remain  blessed  in  the  annals 
of  our  Community,  particularly  by  those  who  have  had  them  as  "Mothers." 

His  Grace  the  Archbishop  of  Toronto,  our  ecclesiastical  Superior,  decided  that  the 
time  was  ripe  for  the  Sisters  of  Service  to  assume  the  burden  of  the  government  of 
their  own  Institute.    This  explains  the  tenor  of  the  decree  we  publish  in  this  issue. 

Strong  and  numerous  enough  to  take  over  the  reins  of  administration,  the  Sis- 
ters of  Service  have  by  this  Act  of  epicsopal  authority  "come  of  age."  Under  the 
guidance  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  with  the  help  of  our  Blessed  Mother  they  will  now 
work  out  their,  own  destinies.  Time  and  experience  will  teach  them  to  face  with 
courage  and  hope  the  responsibilities  the  future  developments  of  their  Institute 
will  necessarily  entail.  The  rapid  progress  of  the  past  years  is  a  harbinger  of  the 
future.  This  "coming  of  age"  carries  with  it  all  the  inspirations  and  promises  of 
youth.  So,  facing  (lie  wide  open  spaces  of  the  West,  where  Mother  Church  eagerly 
watches  their  labours,  the  Sisters  of  Service  will  go  with  confidence  to  the  conquests 
of  souls.  To  our  young  community  we  may  well  repeat  these  words  of  the  Psalmist: 
"Witli  thy  comeliness  and  thy  beauty  set  out.  proceed  prosperously,  and  reign" 
(Ps.  44-4).  A  bright  future,  pregnant  with  glorious  deeds,  awaits  our  little  missionary 
Sisters  if  they  remain  faithful  to  their  watchword,  "I  have  come  to  serve." 

Yet  this  breaking  away  from  the  bonds  of  tutelage  is  not  without  its  sorrows. 
The  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  have  been  real  "Mothers'  'to  our  nascent  Institute.  They 
watched  with  care  and  love  by  its  cradle  and  directed  wisely  its  first  faltering  steps. 
We  know,  therefore,  that  at  this  parting  of  the  ways  the  hearts  of  our  Sisters  will  feel 
keenly  this  separation  from  their  "first  mothers."  The  best  appreciation  the  Sisters 
of  Service  can  give  to  those  who  exiled  themselves  from  their  own  community  and  gave 
them  the  best  they  had  to  give  will  be  the  faithfulness  with  which  they  will  embody 
in  their  religious  life  the  lessons  received,  and  preserve  in  their  Institute  the  traditions 
of  piety  and  zeal  handed  down  to  them  as  a  precious  heirloom. 

On  this  day  of  their  coming  of  age  we  will  say  to  the  Sisters  of  Service  at  home

IN  ALBERTA. 

Edmonton  Mission.  Catechism  by  mail. 
Each  month  sees  the  work  growing  and  ex- 
panding. The  little  children  of  Prairie 
Homesteads  (and  the  big  ones  too)  evident- 
ly seem  to  appreciate  very  much  the  new 
monthly  bulletin  which  Sister  Meade,  who 
is  in  charge  of  the  work,  has  edited  for  their 
special  benefit.  Over  four  hundred  corrected 
lessons  are  sent  out  on  an  average  eacn 
month. 

Edson  Hospital.  Our  Sisters  in  our  farth- 
est mission  send  us  encouraging  reports. 
The  hospital  here  was  much  needed  and  the 
Sisters  are  kept  busy. 

Vilna  Hospital.  Vilna  is  a  little  growing 
town  on  the  fringes  of  Northern  Alberta, 
and,  as  might  well  be  said,  on  the  fringes  of 
Canadian  civilization  itself.  Here  a  new 
S.O.S.  Hospital  is  being  built  to  replace  the 
old  one,  which,  to  say  the  least,  was  primi- 
tive even  for  the  far  West.  This  mission 
is  a  veritable  Outpost  of  Mercy,  for  here 
the  fields  are  already  more  than  waite  to 
the  harvest. 

Vilna  School.  Sister  C.  Donnelly  who  is 
in  charge  of  the  School  at  Vilna,  writes: 
"The  classes  this  year  were  exceedingly 
heavy.  There  should  be  three  teachers,  but 
there  is  no  money  to  pay  a  third,  so  our 
work  is  enormous.  A  teacher's  life  as  a  Sis- 
ter of  Service  is  well  filled  with  a  variety  of 
worthwhile  tasks." 

IN  MANITOBA. 

Winnipeg.  A  recent  letter  from  Winni- 
peg brought  news  that  our  dear  Rev.  Mother 
Othilia,  who  is  making  her  last  visitation 
of  the  S.O.S.  missions  in  the  West,  has 
reached  the  Hostel.  Our  good  wishes  follow 
her  for  a  pleasant  journey  and  a  safe  return. 

Morton  School.  Sister  Guest,  who  was 
Superior  at  Morton,  has  been  appointed  Mis- 
tress of  Novices  at  Toronto.  Sister  Fallon 
replaced  Sister  Guest  as  Superior  and  Sister 
Gertrude  Walsh  has  taken  charge  of  Sister 
Guest's  school.  The  great  amount  of  good 
accomplished  at  Morton  during  the  past  four 
years  has  not  been  without  many  sacrifices 
and  inconveniences  on  the  part  of  the  Sis- 
ters there,  sacrifices  very  willingly  made  and 
which  have  brought  consoling  results. 

IN  NOVA  SCOTA. 

Halifax.  With  the  spring  opening  of  the 
St.  Lawrence  to  navigation,  immigration  re- 
verts to  a  considerable  extent  to  the  port  of 


Quebec.  Halifax,  however,  being  as  it  is  an 
all-year  port,  many  liners  continue  to  arrive 
with  their  human  cargo — the  Canadians  of 
the  future.  The  Sisters  at  this  port,  ever 
active,  will  continue  to  meet  each  liner  and 
extend  to  all  a  helping  hand. 

IN  ONTARIO. 

Toronto  Hostel.  According  to  the  num- 
bers attending,  Toronto  Hostel  still  holds  its 
place  of  being  "a  home  away  from  home" 
for  the  Old  Country  girls  of  Toronto.  The 
closing  of  May  saw  a  procession  through 
the  grounds  to  the  beautiful  out-dooi  shrine 
which  had  been  erected  for  the  occasion. 
On  Wednesday  a  very  successful  picnic  was 
also  planned  by  Sister  Scnennk,  Superior. 
A  hostel  is  one  place  to  teach  the  truth  of 
that  saying:

IN  QUEBEC. 

Quebec  Port  opened  for  the  season  in 
April.  The  Sisters  are  very  busy,  for  this 
is  one  of  the  greatest  gateways  of  Canada. 
Here  the  great  ocean  liners  heave  into  port, 
carrying  thousands  of  incoming  passengers. 
On  account  of  the  scarcity  of  Sisters,  we 
are  as  yet  only  able  to  touch  on  this  vast 
work  of  Catholic  Immigration.  "Pray  ye 
therefore  to  the  Lord  of  the  Harvest  that 
He  send  laborers  into  His  vineyard,"  or,  if 
by  chance  YOU  are  one  of  the  laborers  He 
is  calling,  then  COME. 

Montreal  Hostel  has  been  moved  from 
Lagauchetiere  St.  to  3424  Drummond  St. 
This  present  house  was  at  one  time  the 
Soviet  Embassy.  It  is  much  larger  than 
the  former  house  on  Lagauchetiere  St.  Last 
month  200  more  beds  were  provided  than 
during  the  previous  month.  The  Sisters  are 
very  busy  with  heavy  train-work  and  also 
with  follow-up  work.  The  work  in  Mon- 
treal is  increasing  by  leaps  and  bounds. 
Here,  as  in  all  our  missions,  we  need  more 
Sisters. 

IN  THE  ROCKIES. 

During  the  months  of  July  and  August, 
Sisters  Fallon  and  Walsh,  who  have  been 
teaching  school  this  year  at  Morton,  Man., 
will  spend  their  vacation  catechising  in  the 
valleys  of  British  Columbia.  Their  mission 
starts  at  Golden  on  July  4th — from  tnere  the 
Sisters  travel  right  down  to  the  American 
border.

Decree 


Toronto,  Canada,  May  19,  1928. 

WHEREAS  the  Sisters  of  Service  are  a 
Religious  Community  founded  in  Toronto  as 
a  diocesan  congregation  for  the  safeguarding 
of  the  faith  of  Catholic  immigrants  through- 
out Canada; 

WHEREAS  the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  of 
Toronto  have  contributed  generously  to  the 
success  of  the  undertaking  not  only  by  send- 
ing many  of  their  Sisters  to  work  in  the 
Western  Provinces,  but  also  by  guiding  the 
Sisters  of  Service  in  the  formation  of  a  reli- 
gious spirit; 

WHEREAS  the  time  has  come  to  place  up- 
on the  Sisters  of  Service  full  responsibility 
for  their  future  development; 

AND  WHEREAS  the  Sisters  of  Service 
cannot  now  be  assembled  for  the  election 
of  general  Superiors; 

THEREFORE  we  hereby  decree  as  follows : 


1.  That  during  the  three  years  from  June 
seventeenth  in  this  year,  Sister  Florence  Re- 
gan of  the  Sisters  of  Service  shall  be  their 
general  Superior,  with  Sister  Kathleen 
Schenck  and  Sister  Carmel  Egan  as  Coun- 
cillors, and  Sister  Margaret  Guest  as  Mis- 
tress of  Novices; 

2.  Thai  at  the  end  of  the  three  years  the 
Superior.;  named  in  No.  1  shall  continue  in 
office  until  August  15th,  when  the  Sisters 
of  Service  will  meet  in  Toronto  to  elect 
general  Superiors  according  to  regulations 
to  be  drawn  up  for  the  purpose; 

3.  That  in  the  Community  Sister  Regan 
and  her  successors  in  office  shall  he  called 
each  the  Sister  General.

Our  Teachers 


As  we  look  back  over  the  years  of  the 
Church's  history,  we  note  the  different 
means  which  she  has  made  use  of  to  cope 
with  needs  arising  under  different  condi- 
tions of  society,  and  we  find  that  in  every 
age  since  the  dawn  of  Christianity  there  is 
a  field  of  active  endeavor  in  the  Church 
which  would  remain  uncultivated  unless 
consecrated  women  were  at  hand  as  volun- 
teers to  go  into  that  harvest  of  souls.  God 
in  His  Divine  Providence  always  raises  up 
some  one  to  found  a  special  order  to  meet 
this  demand.  For  instance,  we  see  the 
foundation  of  the  Sisters  of  Charity  to  meet 
the  demands  of  the  time  to  whom  St.  Vin- 
cent de  Paul  gave  "no  other  veil  than  mo- 
desty, no  other  cloister  than  the  city 
streets  leading  to  the  garret  or  cot  of  the 
poor  and  sick,  no  other  convent  than  the 
parish  Church,  no  other  home  than  that  of 
the  orphan  and  the  unfortunate." 

One  of  the  crying  needs  of  our  day  has 
been  Catholic  teachers,  devoted  and  pious, 
to  teach  in  the  rural  isolated  schools  of  our 
Canadian  West.  In  a  great  many  of  our 
Western  schools,  where  oftentimes  the 
great  number  of  the  children,  if  not  all,  are 
Catholic,  it  would  be  necessary  for  a  young 
woman  to  live  alone  in  a  teacherage.  In 
some  settlements  this  would  mean  lack  of 
companionship,  as  she  would  be  living 
among  new-Canadians,  who  often  speak 
very  little  English  and  whose  customs  are 
entirely  different  from  hers.  After  one  or 
two  years  of  this,  such  a  life  would  become 
unbearable.  This  is  one  of  the  reasons  why 
the  Sisters  of  Service  were  founded.  Going 
out  in  groups  of  two  or  three, — a  teacher,  a 
social  worker  or  nurse,  ana  a  housekeeper- 
community  life  gives  protection  and  encour- 
agement to  the  individual  who  has  been  se- 
parated from  home-ties  for  the  great  work 
of  saving  souls  and  assures  to  the  work, 
strength  and  continuity.  The  education  of 
poor  children  and  the  welfare  of  the  most 
neglected  and  abandoned  spiritually  are  tne 
principal  objects  of  the  S.O.S.  However, 
the  fact  that  the  Sisters  are  sometimes  de- 
prived of  Holy  Mass  and  Communion  seems 
to  be  too  great  a  sacrifice  which  some  other- 
wise willing  teachers  are  unable  to  make, 
and  as  a  consequence,  comparatively  few  have 
answered  the  call  to  save  many  souls  who 
would  otherwise  be  lost.  More  workers  are 
needed  to  instruct  these  children  and  to 
lighten  the  burden  of  the  over-worked 
priest.    Why  are  there  so  few  to  come  to 


instruct  the  little  ones  in  their  Catholic 
Faith  and  keep  them  close  to  the  loving 
Heart  of  Jesus,  to  save  to  His  Church  all 
those  who  bear  His  image,  or  help  bring 
back  to  God  those  defaced  and  mutilated 
with  sin  and  sorrow?  Does  co-operation 
with  the  works  of  God  appear  too  difficult, 
too  unattractive?  It  is  true,  teaching  in  iso- 
lated places,  separation  from  those  we  love, 
doing  much  humble  hard  work  may  seem 
on  the  surface  uninviting  but  if  our  only 
ambition  is  to  flee  from  the  unpleasantness 
of  the  world,  to  make  life  less  difficult  from 
a  human  point  of  view,  we  have  little  claim 
on  God's  compassion.  God  made  this  world; 
Christ  came  and  lived  upon  this  earth  and 
knows  full  well  how  unpleasant  a  place  it 
is;  how  cruel,  hard  and  sinful;  how  often  we 
are  misunderstood  by  those  we  strive  most 
to  please!  how  prone  we  are  to  discourage- 
ment and  despair!  To  save  our  souls  He 
died  upon  Calvary.  He  also  knows  the 
craving  of  the  human  heart  for  peace  and 
happiness  and  He  has  showed  us  the  waj 
to  be  happy.  The  Gospel  says:  "Jesus 
went  about  doing  good."  The  most  import- 
ant thing  about  Bethany  was  its  spirit, 
the  Eternal  Spirit  of  Love.  Only  God  knows 
how  many  there  are  who  are  conscientious- 
ly seeking  that  Spirit  in  Whom  alone  their 
spirits  can  find  rest  and  yet  know  not  how 
to  find  Him.  In  their  searchings  they  keep 
before  their  eyes  only  the  difficulties.  If 
they  would  only  stop  to  realize  what  tin 
love  of  Jesus  means  to  their  souls,  would 
they  not  also  strive  to  win  the  reward  of 
His  Love?
